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moirs, was the ſon of a watchmaker in Clare- 
ſtreet, St. Clement's Danes, and was uſhered on the 
Stage of Life the roth day of Aug, 1749. He 
was of a very weakly conſtitution, which obliged his 
parents to ſend him into the country, as the confined 


air of the metropolis was unfavourable to his puny 


habit. His father having an intimate friend at End- 


field, he was ſent there when he was about nine years 
old, and it was at this early period that young Ed- 


* in evinced a partiality for theatric per formancies. 
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Several young gentlemen, in the neighbourhood, 


having got up a play, were diſappointed of one of 
the principal performers ; when our Hero, to the ſur. 
priſe of the whole ſet of young buſkins, offered him- 


ſelf as a ſubſtitute for the abſentee, and to convince 


them of his ability ſpouted a long ſpeech of the 


very part in queſtion, to the entire ſatis faction of his 


hearers. 


On the night the important night of perform- 


ance, Edwin and his aſſociates uſhered their company 


into a ſtable, being the beſt theatre they could afford, 


where they aſtoniſhed the country folks with their 


wonder ful exertions in Lee's ranting tragedy of the 


Rival Queens. And Alexander the Great was per- 


ſonified, with no ſmall ſucceſs, by our hero, who 
without any requiſite for the taſk, and unaſſiſted by 
any excitement, but his boyiſh preſumption, ranted 


away like many of our modern actors. 


At the age of fifteen he had the good fortune of 


having a place procured for him under government, 
but that requiring conſtant attendance ill ſuited his 


volatile and theatric diſpoſition, and having ſtocked 
his memory with all the favourite ſcenes and pro. 
logues then in vogue, at the different ſpouting elube, 


—at which he was a conſtant attendant - — he ſe - 


riouſly determined upon aſſuming the profeſſion of 


a comedian; he now ſtudied the part of Scrub, in 
te Stratagem; Simon in the Apprentice; of Poly-

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the Maid of the Mill; thefe he concluded might be a

the eſteem of the whole ſociety. Thurtday evenings 
were allotted for the mecting of theſe ſons ot Vari 
the admiion was not counſiied to tte candidates toi 
dramatic fame, but whoever che ſe to pay ſcvgn- pence, 
were not only admitted, but allo had Expennye 
worth of whatever the houſe aTorded, avg as much 


they were ſo creuded that the young Theſpian had as 
ſcvere an ordcal to paſs, as thong! it had been at a 
Theatre Royal.——It was here tht he attratted. 
the ratice of Lee, who engaged him for the enſuing 
{1r2mcr at Mancheſter, at one guinca a weck, and half 
2 benefit. One evening the firlt ſcene of the Orphan 
was to open the cnfertainmente»juſt before the Jaſt 
Lell announced it tune to begia, a quarrel aroſe be- 
weet Caſtalio and Polydore, the former turning 
round, rather ſort, to ſpeak to a perſon be hind him, 
accideritally broke Lis brother buixin's pipe, and not 
making a ſufficient apotogy, it was kighly reſented 
by Polydore, coarſe language enſued, and from that 
to blows,—Our hero could not appeaſe the combat-

| liſped forth theſe words than the laugh became 
loud and general, the irreparable defect in his voice, 


occafioned by the diſmiſſion of his two front teeth, 
rendered him ſcarcely intelligible. and the groteique 


appearance of Polydore's marked viſſage, which now 


began to be tinged with a purple hue, joined with 
the appofiteneſs of Caſtalio's ſpeech, ſet the whole 
company in ſuch a riſible and vociferous humour, 


that it was with the utmoſt difficulty our friend Ed- 


win could obtain a hearing in Scrub, for which part 


he was dreſſed, with the hind part of a bob wig be- 
fore, a red waiſtcoat with ſleeves, a little roſe pink 
on his cheeks, and hiseyebrows blackened with burnt 


cork ; in this part he was univerially admired, and 


the entertainments of the evening concluded without. 


any more fracas. 


At this time, a diſtant relation, died worth gooool. 
which lle bequeathed to public charities, and had 


nominated twelve truſtees to {uperintend the bu- 
fineſs, to this charge Mr. Edwin was appointed fe- 


cretary, with a ſalary of thirty pounds a year, and 


many perqutſites; at the c- tion of a twelvemonth 


Edwin rei gned Eis ſccreturyſhip, wich about 200l. in 
his pocket.

His ſtrong predeliction for theatrical purſuits over- 
came exery other conſideration, and ſtimulated him 


to commence the arduous taſk of courting the r notice 
of the public, 


With this reſolution he left the metropolis, without 
taking leave of any of his friends—but here a moſt 
laudable action of his muſt not be overlooked.— 


His father being in embarraſſed circumſtances, Ed- 
win, with the moſt filial duty, made him a preſent of 
the whole 200l. he had amaſſed in his office of ſecre- 
| tary, and began the world a new, with nothing but 


the dramatic furniture contained in his brain. 


In the ſixteenth year of his age he commenced 


actor. and made his firſt public debut at Mancheſter, 
whoſe theatre was then under the direction of Lee.— 


Juſtice Woodcock and Sir Harry Sycamore were the 


favounite parts of our hero, who, in them, was con- 


ſidered as a prodigy. Here he commenced :c. 
guaintance with Mrs, Baddeley, who, at that time was 
hardiy known in London, not having performed but 
a few nights at Drury-lane Theatre. They fre- 


quently rehearſed together in private, and it wag 


{ſuppoſed he was the happieſt and moſt vowed of 
her admirers i in that town. 


Before the concluſion of the ſeaſon he was engaged 
by Moſſop, at thirty ſhillings a week, to perform at 


his n, in Smock-alley, Dublin.

Immediately on his arrival in the Hibernian capi-. 


tal, he procured him a lodging in a two pair of ſtairs 
back room, in a blind alley. where he obtained credit 
for his board till he ſhould touch his ſalary—but as 
the profits of the theatre was, at that time, but very 
ſcanty, poor Edwin frequently returned from the 
treaſury, on pay day, with one-fguirth of his juſt 


rights. His firſt characters in Dublin were Sir Philip 
Modelove, in the Bold ſtroke for a Wife, and Lord 


Trinket, in the Jealous Wife, in both of which he 
gained no credit, but the next, which was Juſtice 


Woodcock, amply attoned for his. ill ſucceſs in the 


former. Edwin continued with Moſſop till the fi- 


nances of the theatre were ſo low, that the perform- 
ance could not go on till the money came in to buy 
candles, and redeem their wardrobe from the pawn- 


brokers; when he accepted an offer from Ryder to 
— at Waterford. 


In this awd ſtate of Smock-alley theatre, Ed- 
win's fertile invention was ſet to work to prevent him 
from ſtarving, as the treaſurer was deaf to any claim 


for money, Our hero contrived to be arreſted by a 
friendly writ, on a night in which he was to perform 


a principal part, and then ſent word to the manager 
that eight or ten pounds were neceſſary to liberate 


him. This trick he played off the firſt time with to- 
lerable ſucceſs on Moflop, but being at a loſs for caſh 
to defray his expences to Waterford, he atiempted 
it a * in which he failed; the manager made an 


apology, 


in the thatch, with a rag at the end of it. The price

ant nd although it was the prineipul part that 


Edwin was to have performed, yet the company per- 


mitted it to be read, and poor Pilgarlick was obliged 
to quit the ſpunging-houſe without any aid from the 
dramatic Demagogue. 


In this forlorn condition ans ſous—ſans ſouci, he 
joined partnerſhip with a Dutch fidler, alſo engaged 
by Ryder, whoſe generofity they formed a plan of 
befieging, who capitulated for one guinea and a half, 
and a recommendation to ſome people of Waterford, 


to give them credit on their arrival. 


With this ſupply they commenced their pedeſtrian - 
journey to Waterford, a march of near ninety miles; 
their outſet proved not the moſt favourable ; a conti- 
nual ſhower attended on them for the firſt fourteen 
miles, when both parties finding themſelves fatigued 


they took ſhelter in a cabin, or hut, built with mud, 


and covered with thatch, in the center of which is 


the fire, generally made of turf; round it the family, 
travellers, Pigs, poultry, &c. take their place; in 


one corner is ſtraw ſpread for their beds ; in another, 

uſually, a trench is dug and filled with water, a con- 
venience for the dabbling of two or three ducks ; 
when the landlord of theſe humble habitations can 
afford it, they fell whiſky and malt liquor, which is 
intimated to the thirſty traveller, by an old pipe ſtuck 


of a night's lodging, in theſe earthy habitations, is 
one penny! Here our hungry, fatigued, and half. 
drowned 


; 
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drowned ſons of merriment, dried their garments, 
and diverted their grun bling gizzards with eggs and 
| bacon, and waſhing! them down with a noggin of 


whiſkey, found themſelves in tolerable. ſpirits ; they 


took it in their heads to meaſure back their morring*s- 


march, and accordingly, at the cloſe of day, reached 
the ſinoaky metropolis of Ierne. 


The remains of the guinea and half, whieh they 


had extracted from the generoſity of the new ma- 
nager, was ſoon expended, and Edwin propoſed to 
the Dutchman, to ict him for a freſh ſupply. Ryder, 


who had not finiſhed recruiting, and ſtill in town, 
vas aſtoniſlied at their appearance, reproached them 


with the non- performance of their agreement; but 


not being able to open his theatre without their aſ- 
fiſtance, reluctantly advanced them another gninea 


and half, which enabled them to perform their 


journey, and they arrived at Waterford in little more 


than two days.—Agrecably to their letters, they took 
up their abode at a friend of the managers, whoſe 
fign declared he dealt in the following articles, 
whiſkey, claret, brandy, rum, Holland's gin, Lon- 


don porter, tobacco of all forts. ſtrung beads for 


Roman Catholics, colours for painters, ground 


ſtarch, pummice-ftone, tea, ſugar, coffee, currants, 


raitins, figs, and red herrings ;—they were well re- 


ceived by their hoſt. Being idle, the actor and the ſon 


of Orpheus frequently ſet too, at cribbage, and in lieu 
of caſh, ſported their wardrobe ; when fortune frown- 
| ng 
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ing upon the comedian, his whole bit was ſoon trans- 
ferred to the victorious fidler. In this mortifying 
fituation he was alſo preſented by his hoſt with his 
bill, for board and lodging—which operated like an 
electrical ſtroke upon his faculties, and which in- 


duced him to reflect ſeriouſly on his follies.— As the 
grocer was not relentleſs, he was, though not with- 


out ſome diificulty, prevailed upon to wait till he 


mould have entered upon his vocation, in which he 


had the good fortune to pleaſe the town, and he ho- 
nourably kept his word with his landlord. At his 
benefit he cleared twenty-five pounds, which laſted 
him only three weeks, and he ſet off on his reurn to 
Dublin, with only fix ſhillings in his pocket. 


At this period Edwin paid his addreſſes to Miſs 
Hawke, a favourite and uſeful actreſs in the Waters 
ford company, but not chuſing to venture upon ma- 
trimony, on which ſtring the heroine uſed frequently 


to touch; he always evaded, with great dexterity, the 


lidy's hints on that head, though he ſometimes 
thought that her abilities would enable her to pay her 
ſhare of the meſs— for the had great merit in her line; 
could take three parts in a night, and always made 
lerf.1f uſeful to the manager. She could go on in 
any character at a day's notice, and it is affirmed, ſhe 


actually performed in one night Imoinda and Captain 


Driver in Oroonoko, and in another, Lady Townly 
and John Moody, in the Provoked Huſband. The 
Waterford ſeaſon being expired, the company af- 


ſembled

ſembled to take a parting glaſs, when lo, our friend' 
had the mortification to learn that he was ſupplanted. 
in the affections of his miſtreſs by a French dancer, 
nick-named Shuter, u ho, after our hero had finiſhed 


his decorous viſits to her, uſed to ſacceed him as an 


ardent lover, and reap the fruits of that flame the 
fimple comedian had unwittingly raiſed. This intel- 
ligence of his miſtreſs's falſhood, eſcaped the ps of 
his capering rival, when his mind was unlocked by a 
too potent libation of whiſkey, which they had made 
together. Tae fon of Theſpis treafared up the 


unwary tale in his memory, and the neut morning 


waited on the lady—replete with ſcorn and ir dig- 
nation, he taunted her with the diſcretion of ber new 
lover, who recounted her frailty to every one who 
would take a noggin or tuo ct whiſkey with him; 
and, v ich a ſigniſicant and conterrptuous ſneer, took 
his lcave, advj pg her to fix her talns on ſome other 
pidzeon, for he was reſolved never to become the 
prey of a hawk, It is not to be ſnppoſed that our 
tero had no ether love aff r on his hands, for he was, 
he pretended, violenily ſmitten with the charms of a 


Fliis Norah Mac Smotberem, the only daughter cf 


an eminent tiniber and fruit merchant, in the town. 
Mils Norah bad ſome predeliction for the ſtige 
could fing a tolerable ſong, and had a ſpeech or two, 
by heart, out of Romeo and Juliet, in which, if it 


had not been for a very prevalent and miſchievous 
ſmack of the brogue, ſhe poſſibly might have made 
herſelf underſtood. —In order to obtain an avowal of

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à reciprocal flame from the young lady, Edwin fre- 


quently rehearſed Romeo to her Julict, which con- 


deſcenſion entirely gained her good graces ; but the 


father and mother, not being partial to the gentlemen 
of the ſock and buſkin, forbid the lover their houſe, 
and kept ſo ſtrict an eye on their daughter's motions, 


that a meeting was not eatily contrived.

ingly waited for him, and being near a Shebeen-

induced our travellers to reſt themſelves ; after taking

appearance before a London audicnce in the part of 
Flaw, in the Manager's comedy of the Cozeners , 


dut his ſucceſs, in the firſt inſtance, was far from be- 
ing ſo favourable as the tanguine expectations of his 


friends had ſuggeiled; however, in the character of 
Jobſon, in the Devil to Pay, the ſecond he appeared 
in, gained him great applauſe, . and in which ap-

peared the firſt ſparks of that true comic fire which 


ſoon blazed forth to tae annihilation of all compe- 
tition. | 


The third character was Billy Button, in the Maid 


of Bath ; the next morning the papers were crouded 


with his praifes, and he was pronounced a valuable 
acquiſition to the ſtage. _ 


He now nad the moſt unequivocal marks of 


public favour, and finiſhing the ſeaſon with great 


eciat, returned to his friends in the Welt, where he 


paſſed the winter at an advanced ſalary of four 


pounds per week. 


In the ſummer of 1776 he reviſited the metro- 
polis; during his abſence the Haymarket theatre 
had devolved to George Colman, Eſq. who engaged 
our hero at the ſame ſalary he had the laſt year. 


Hardcaſile, in She Stoops to Conquer, and Midas, 


were the parts he firſt appeared in, and Mis Farren 
made her fuſt appearance, the fame night, in Miss 


Hardcaſtle. 


At this period he received overtures from Mr. 
Harris, of Covent-garden theatre the manager of- 
fered five pounds the actor required ſeven, and 
continuing inflexible in his demand, was as thortly after 
engaged at that ſalary. 


His 
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His firit eſſay was in the character of Touchſtene, 
in As You Like It, where he was not quite ſo happy 
as in the part of Midas, which he performed the 
ſame evening with general applauſe, The principal 
reaſon of his engagement at this theatre, was to per- 


form the part of Punch in Dibbins's pantomime or 


Harlequin Every where. But Maſter Stephen, iu 
Every Man in his Humour, was the character where- 
in his vaſt comic powers were draun forth, and from 


his fine acting, that evening, was preſaged every 


thing that could produce him honour and profit, as 
an inimitable comedian. 


At the concluſion of the ſeaſon ne raiſed his de- 


mands on the manager, and obtained an engagement 
of eight pounds a week for three years, which was 
aiterwards increaſed to tw eive, and cor.tinucd fo till 
his death, 


The laſt ten years of his life he enjoyed x handſome 
competence, and becoming independant, he became: 
:nactive; month ſucceeded month—year ſucceeded 
year, and no occurrence that could gratify curioſity 
happened, and ccaling to be diſtreſſed, he ceaſed to 
be a wanderer, 

Kdvin had been complete! y happy but for his has 
indifcreet marriage, and the deſertion of Mrs. 


Walmfley, with whom he had lived, in a ſtate of ma- 


trimony, nearly twenty years, bad ſeveral children 
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Ty her, and was conſidered bx every body as he 
lawful wife. This conduct needs no comment, and 


ſufficiently imbittered his laſt moments, 


In March 1790, Mr. Lee T.ewes having a bencſit 
at Canterbury, whither our hero repaired to affiſt his 


old friend, and performed Jemmy Jumps, in the 


Farmer; when, ſuch was the avidity with which all 
ranks of people crouced to ſce this favourite fon of

and then returned to town.—lIn July he took a lodg- 
ing on Clapham Common, but finding the air too

The laſt character he appeared in was Gregory 
Gubbins, in the Battle of Hexham. A few weeks 
previous to his difſolution, upon a conſultation of the 
phyficians, it was determined, as their opinion, that 
without an immediate change of climate, he would 
infallibly fall a victim to his diſorder, and in purſuance 
of their directiops, a paſlage was taken for him on 
board a Danith veſei, bound for Italy; but he was 
too far gone, the Grim Tyrant arreſted him ere he
